Perhaps (lluslons are made to be shat-
tered. Could any mere provinclal, any
wide-mouthed outlander, after listening for
many years to extravagant descriptions of
the “superb Easter parade of beauty,
wealth, fashion and quality” in the 5th
avenue of New York be blamed for taking
up & stand, bright and early on Easter
morning, on the curb of one of the num-
bered etreets directly off the Hth avenue,
and there waiting for it all to happen—for
all the splendor of which he had heard so
much Lo burst upon his envious gaze? No,
the provineial could not be blamed, any
more than he could be blamed for going to
the Westminster Abbey on his first visit to
London.

Well. the Westminster Abbey exists; you
eee it in its massive, somber magnificence:

For i! in Connecticut avenue, Washing-
ten, on Sunday lasi thore were not a pi-
rude of wealth, beauty, fashion and gual-
ity far beyond anything that wuas ever dis-
pleyed of that =ort on an E:zster Sunday
ia the Sth aveaue of New York, then the
writer hercof simply never saw the great
monolith standing e: lear agains: the
blte hills of Viegh ! h avenue there
were numerous thousands of young men
painfully immaculate In fuzzy frock coats
and aggressive top hats; and there were
numerous thousands of young women with
them, whose eyes seemed still heavy with
the labor they must kave performod to get
their gowns and hats ready in time for the
great event: some of them, in truth, were
fairly pretty. But whore was the wealth,
and fashion, and quality?  Well, It was
doubtless all locked  tightly  behind  the
doors of the gloomy. forbidding-looking Sith
avenus houses: it was probably taking a
day in: anmd 0 here was a New York illu-
sion of long years' stunding knocked into a
cocked hat.

$10.000-a-vear assistant stewards, and  ail
that?—surely, here ought to be found the
beauty and wealth and fashion and guality,
anyvhow. if nowhere else. 8o the provineial
thought, and he went.

Dining and Diners.

Well, it was a good dinner, all right. The
table was set real well, so it was, the at-
tandapnece was excellent if somewhat wolfish
in its gaze toward the wind-up of the meal,
the food about the same that the provineial
had got at considerable less expense (n
numernus Washington hoetels, and the sur-
roundings quite overwhelming in thair—
well. In thelr costliness; costliness Is about
the word to use here. But the diners? Did
they seem to be the superior belngs that a
provinecial quitz naturally and reasonably
expects to regale his vision with In the
main dining room of the greatest hotel in
the world?

The boy lolls back in his
chair between the courses lilke any voung
emperor In tow of a trio of toady tutors
and chamberlains; and the three rotund

—fawn upon the lad, and s:em to be quite
Aushed with pleasure when he speaks civil-
Iy to them—which he deoes not often do.
He s short and sharp with them, and one
wonders how long they would stand for his
impertinence werz he not a premier jockey,
with velvet hands and an inborn knowledge
of how fast the horse under him is going
in a race. The jockey gazes around at the
women superciliously, as thev point him
out to each othar with whispers, and in no
wise does he glve external evidence of an
apprehension of the fact that In a few short
years he is Hable to be a tout In a sweater,
standing around mournfully in rac: track
Inclosures, llke most of the premler jockeys
before him.

Tammany Men at Dinner,

At a table set within a window alcove a
bit further on are four well-known Tam-
many Hall leaders.
